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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine grounded 
in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or improper 
timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornurn, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321© may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1 . 130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 

2. Claims 19-23 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double patenting over claims 
1-15 of U. S. 6,778,642 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right to 
exclude" already granted in the patent. 
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The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the patent and is 
covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming common subject matter, 
as follows: 

US 6,778,642, recites limitations which are substantially the same and broader in scope as 
recited in the claims of the instant Application. For example, US 6,778,642, Claim 1, and the 
instant application, Claim 19, recite the same limitations except for the "wherein the plurality 
..." limitation of Claim 19. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from presenting 
claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of the application 
which matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). 
See also MPEP § 804. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 19-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rogers et al. (US 
5,946,386). 
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As to Claims 19-23, with respect to Figures 6-9, Rogers teaches a method for providing unified 
messaging, comprising: 

storing a plurality of input messages, each input message being of a particular type 
selected from the group consisting of voice mail (a voice message), incoming calls statuses (a 

text message), and fax (an image) wherein each input message further identifies a destination; 

i 

determining the type of each input message (Figure 6a, label 606, 61 1,603); 

assigning name (an identifier) for each input message based on the determined 
message type (Figure 6a); 

displaying a view of the input messages, the view including information identifying 
and the assigned identifier for each input message (Figure 6a and Figure 8); 

providing in the displayed view at least one icon associated with one of the input 
message types that, when selected, eliminates from the view all of the input messages except 
those associated with the input message type of the icon (Figure 6a and Figure 8); 

receiving a signal indicating a selection to view messages identifying a caller 
(particular destination) (Figure 8, label 806 and Figure 6a, labels 607,608); and 

modifying the view of the input messages based on the received signal (Figure 8, 
Figure 6c and Figure 6a). 

Response to Arguments 
5. Applicant's arguments filed in the 3/15/04 Remarks have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive because of the following: 
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Examiner respectfully disagrees with the arguments for the same reasons given in the 
parent application. Rogers clearly teaches that a user can view any message type and select a 
message for viewing from a particular caller (destination). The arguments with respect to Miner 
are moot in this instant application. 

Examiner respectfully invites Applicants to contact Examiner to discuss possible 
amendments for overcoming the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Gordon (US 5,608,786) teaches a unified messaging system which can display different 
message type with identifiers.
